DEATH OF SAMUEL J. RANDALL, THE EMI- 
NENT STATESMAN AND DEMOCRAT. 


Last Hours of the Suffering Congressman— 
Sad Scenes at the Deathbed— Mr. Ran- 
dall’s Last Word—Poignant Grief of the 
Wife and Daughter—Adjourament of the 
Senate and House.

He made another effort, and then cilos- 

ing his eyes gave up his soul without a strug- 

gle. The wifeand daughter were overcome, 
and were taken to their apartments. 

For three days the family had expected the 

end at any moment. The physicians had in- 

formed the family that death might come 


almost any hour, and last night they told Mrs. 
Randall that bis endurance could not prolong 
bis life through another day. 

A BRIEF RALLY. 

Last Friday the sick man had three fainting 
spells, and to the astonishment of all he 
rallied. He was possessed of unusual vitality, 
but it could not stand the strain caused by 
these faints.

He was 
seized with another weakness about 8 o’clock 
yesterday morning and the family were again 
summoned to the sick-room. At 3:30 he had 
another sinking spell and at about ö o' clock, 
just as the bells of a neighboring church were 
ringing for early mass, life gently ebbed out. 
Mr. Randall has really been sick tor over 
five years, when he had to receive medical 
treatment fof gout. Two years ago he had a 
violent attack of diarrhea and hemorrhage, 
and for a time his life was considered in 
danger. It was then discovered that he was 
suffering from a malignant abscess which 
caused frequent hemorrhages and made the 
patient very weak. He, however, held up 
till February of this year, when symptoms of 
eritonitis were discovered. . Since then the 
se of strength has been rapid and an attack 
of septicemia accompanied by diarrhea and a 
chill two weeks ago accelerated the end. 
THE FUNERAL ARRANGEMENTS. 
Mr. Randall’s remalns were embaimed and 
laced inacasket. The face presents a life- 
ike appearance, but is painfully emaciated.

A MEMORIAL MEETING. 

A largely attended meeting of the friends of 
the late Samuel J. Randall was held at the Ar- 
lington Hotel this morning to take appropri- 
ate action on his death. The spacious pariors 
were crowded with people from all sections of 
the country, representing all walks of life. 
The venerable ex-Gov. Curtin of Pennsy}- 
vania was selected as chairman ofthe meet- 
ing and J. V. Cracraft of Pennsylvania, and 
P. W. Rhodes of New York, acted as secre- 
taries. Gov. Curtin, a lifelong friend of Mr. 
Randall, made a most feeling address in cail- 
ing the assemblage to order and spoke of the 
Geceased in terms of tenderest endear- 
ment. A Committee on Resolutions con- 
sisting of Garrison, Pennsyl- 
vania; W. H. Sowden, Pennsylvania; Edward 
McPherson, Pennsylvania; Cornelius Bliss, 
New York; J. F. Henson, Georgia; J, A. Hub- 
bell, Michigan; A. M. Bliss, New York, and 
George Ticknor Curtis, New York, was ap- 
pointed, and reported a set of resolutions 
setting forth the nation’s loss in the death of 
Mr. Randall. Speeches, warm in sympathetic 
feeling and eulogistic of Mr. Randail’s high 
character, lofty ambition, honest purposes, 
pure and exalted manhvod, and firm and 
courageous devotion to convictions, were 
made by Congressmen James B. McOreery of 
Kentucky, James W. Blount of Georgia and 
John H. Rogers of Arkansas, by Interstate 
Commissioner Bragg of Alabama and others. 


ACTION BY THE HOUSE. 

An air of sadness pervaded the House this 
morning when the Speaker’s gavel called the 
body to order. Draped in Diack and orna- 
mented with a handsome floral design the 
seat so long occupied by Mr. Randall recalied 
to members the fact that their old colleague 
had passed away forever. The crayon por- 
trait of the ex-Speaker, hungin the lobby, 
was also tastefully draped with the embiems 
of mourning. In his prayer the Chaplain 


said: 

„„We bless Thee, Almighty God, that in the 
gloom which enshrouds us there ls the clear 
shining of Thy love; and that in the awful 
stiliness about the mouth of an opening tomb 
a voice clothed with almighty power speaks: 
‘Iam the resurrection and the life.’ Bowing 
with submission to Thy will, we surrender to 
Thy fatherhood our beloved friend and 
brother. His name is inscribed 
among the heroes, patriots and the 
statesmen of the country in the 
imperishable tablets of its history, and bis 
memory—the memory of his deeds and char- 
acter—is enshrined in the hearts of his coun- 
trymen for whose honor and welfare he so 
long and faithfully wrought. O, Thou who 
didst shed the gracious drop of pity ana sym- 
pathy at Bethany’s grave, wilt Thou not 
come to the widow whose wedded life 
has been one long joyous act of seif- 
devotion and the children bereaved 
by this irreparable lose. Bring home to 
them and to us the comfort and the consola- 
tion that no noble life is really extinguished 
by death, but passing behind the veil which 
sense makes, enters upon a higher and 
grander being in the glorious light of Thy 
8 Bring them and us to that higher 
lie, we pray, through Jesus Christ. Amen. 

MR. O’NEILL’S REMARKS. 

Mr. O'Neill of Pennsylvania said: I rise 
to announce the death of my colleague, the 
Hon. Samuel J. Randall, .who died yesterday 
morning, in this city, in his ‘own house, 
atSo’clock.

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WHEAT ADVANCING. 


Farmers Buying fora Kise—Position of the 
Shorts, 


Within the past year there have not been so 
many farmers and country wheat dealers on 
the floor of the hants’ Exchange as were 
to be seen this morning, and nearly, with- 
out exception, they were actively engaged in 
trading. All watched the wheat market close- 
ly, and the advanee that took place is be- 
lieved to be largely due to their strong bullish 


proclivities. 
who ware themselves present 
look after their interests, telegrams 
kept pouring in from the wheat belt, or- 
dering large purehases to be made at 
present es it soon became evident 
that those who had the best opportunities of 
knowing the condition ot the crops were of 
the opinion that @@harp advance was very 
likely to occur. The reports received from 
various sections of the wheat beit were of a 
nature to confirm this idea. Telegrams from 
Kansas gave a good account of the condition 
of the wheat in many Counties of that State, 
but these are the only sources of comfort for 
the bears. From Misgauri, [llinols and Indi- 
ana telegrams and letters came pouring in, 
giving amost gloomy account of the prospects 
of the growing crop and reporting disastrous 
damages from the cold and wet weather, be- 
coming more apparent every day. The 
speculators were not siow in following the 
lead given by the farmer, and the market ad- 
rapidly, amidst great excitement. 
from Chicago served to in- 
the bullish tendency of the 
market, the orop reports 
received in that market being even worse 
than those coming Into St. Louis, and the long 
interest being in very strong hands. Probably 
the heaviest long in Chicago is ‘‘Old Huch,“ 
and the prediction is freely made 
foree the price up 
bigher polut than 
t has reached. The short interest in this city 
is evidently watching the advance with 
zioomy forebodings, as the calls for margins 
has been very heavy, and some dealers have 
an immense line of shorts out. There is 
much speculation as to how 80 many 
shrewd traders placed themselves in a 
position to be so severely squeezed. The ex- 
planation generally given is that they were 
deceived by the excellent appearance of the 
crops early im the season and the belief that 
the Hungarian and Russian crops would 
ive about an average yield. Dur- 
pg January and February the weather was 
more favorable to a beavy cropthan any 
known for years past, and with only the 
month of March to be feared the bears thought 
that they were sate, and generally largely 
added to their lines.

If the writer of the anonymous letters to 
Miss Maggie Botts follows out his threats that 
young lady will be acorpse to-morrow, for 
April 15 is the day named as the last 
an which she is to be allowed 
to live. - Miss Botts takes the situa. 
tion in a manner that is remarkable, and 


it seems to worry her but very little. This 
morning she was found at her home at 218 
Haven street and appeared quite content and 
even cheerful. When questioned whether she 
had received any more letters she replied 
that she had. The last letter was not of 
a threateniag nature, but it was worse. 
Its contents were filthy. Upon being asked 
to show the letter she refused to do so, saying 
that it was unfit for anyone to see or read. As 
to who sent it, the young lady said that she 
did not know nor conld she imagine. The 
letter, as its predecessors, was unsigned. 

The case is a mysterious one, and it is made 
doubly soon account ot the young lady not 
having an enemy, 80 far as she is aware of. 
The first letter was received March 24, which 
stated that on April 16 she would be killed. 
The second was received March 29. This 
stated that she was to trust no one, not even 
her mother, and above all to keep her secrets. 
Her ‘‘doomsday’’ would be April 15,thus giv- 
ing her ample time to repent 
for her wrong doings. Last Wednesday 
night she received another letter which stated 
that she would see the would-be slayer of her 
life Sunday night at midnight if she would go 
alone to Carondelet Park.

Miss Maggie Botts is an attractive young 
lady with large biue eyes and light brown 
hair.

Who the writer may be she does not 
know and to do her justice, she does not care.

GIVETHE ROAD A CHANCE 


HON. JESSE SPALDING ON THE UNION Pa- 
CIFIC’S INDEBTEDNESS. 


The Government Director’s Lengthy Report 
—Unreasonable Attitude of the People of 
Nebrasku—What Congress Should Do Re- 
garding the Company's Great Debi—Mr, 
Spalding’s Plau—ihe Road at Present a 
Selvent Debtor, 


Cuicaao, III., April 14.—A lengthy report 
made to the Secretary of the Interior by Hon. 
Jesse Spalding, a Government Director of the 
Union Pacific Rallway is printed here this 
morning. The report is the result of personal 
observations made during a trip over the 
Union Pacific system. Referring to the al- 
leged hostile feeling toward the company in 
Nebraska, Mr. Spalding says: 

**I found people in Nebraska possessed with 
the idea that the Union Pacific was con- 
structed and should be operated mainly in 
deference to the wishes of that section, and 
who actually believed that their State should 
be consulted by the managers before 
any improvements were made, innova- 
tions prosecuted, or extensions pushed 
forward. Inthe minds of such people the 
question whether the road had done more for 
the State than the State had done for the road, 
never seemed to arise. But those who take 
an unreasoning, and, to my mind, a most un- 
just view of the conduct of the Union Pacific 
are exceptionsto the rule. Among the most 
advanced thinkers of Nebraska a different 
feeling exists and different opinions prevail. 
They point out with just and pardonable pride 
the wonderful strides which the young State 
has made since the Union Pacific Railway was 
constructed, and particularly during the last 
five years, or since the present wise and. 
efficient management bas had control of the 
road. These veople understand perfectly 
well that the Union Pacific, as originally con- 
structed, could hot have existed as an inde- 
pendent line in the face of the tremendous 
competition which would be brought to bear 
upon it unless it had pursued the policy of 
extension so wisely carried out by its present 
management. 

Speaking of Union Pacific investments the 
report says: 

‘*In addition to the railroads in which the 
Union.Pasific Co. has a proprietary interest, 
it has investments in other companies and 
properties which, in one way or another, 
form necessary parts or links of a system that 
has been compelled by reason of the newness 
of the country in which its operations are car- 
ried on, or because of the uncertainty of 
obtaining suppiles or accommodations from 
the outside, to blaze its own way in all direc- 
tions. The company has been severely criti- 
cised for going into these ‘outside ventures’ 
but the fact is thatinitsown interest it has 
been compelled to do this and a great many 
other things which a railroad company oper- 
ating in an Eastern State would not find it 
either necessary or even advisabie to do.“

glowing prospects of cities and towns, which,

The Union 
Pacific, he adds, now has terminal facilities 
at most of these cities, and continues: 

»The extensive basiness which emanates 
from the Puget Sound basin now will be quad- 
rupled within a decade. Certainly it is in the 
interest of the Union Pacific and its stock- 
holders and creditors that it should be free to 
push its extensions forward so as to tap this 
fruitful feld and it should be enabled to do so 
before some competing line has taken advan- 
tage of the inducements held out and has 
occupied the field, perhaps to the exclusion of 
this company.’’ 

MORE EXTENSIONS NEEDED. 

My observation teaches me that every 
mile of new road constructed by the Union 
Pacific management in the far Northwest has 
been clamored for by the people until their 
appeals could not be ignored. Either the 
Union Pacific hadto give them the connec- 
tions they were in need of and which they de- 
manded, or in the very nature of things some 
other company would have stepped in and 
occupied the field. The statements of the 
company prove that their branches and ex- 
tensions have in almost every instance 
deen operated with profit to them- 
selves while they have contributed 
largely towerd increasing the business 
and the revenue of the parent line. 
In my estimation it is imperatively de- 
wanded of the management of the Union 
Pacific that it shall push its Northwestern ex- 
tensions until it has afforded the Puget Sound 
cities all the facilities which they require. 
Seattie, Tacoma and Port Townsend wili wel- 
come the Union Pacific and extend to it 
privileges and franchises which are now valu- 
abie, but which a few years hence will be 
simply priceless. Having made these con- 
nections, it will be the greatest rallway sys- 
tem in the world and will be able to offer the 
Government security for all it may owe now 
or in the furure.’’ 

Referring to the question of the settlement 
of the debt to the Government, Mr. Spalding 
says in part: The Union Pacific Co. isan 
entirely golvent debtor, whose business i¢

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A SCHOONER’S PERIL. 


The Handy Boy Disaster—A Terrible Ex- 
plosion—Drowned in a Bayou. 


CHICAGO, III., April 14.—Late last evening, 
shortiy before midnight; the life saving crew 
sighted what is believed to have been a two- 
masted schooner flying distress signals off 
Hyde Park. Later the crew went to Hyde 
Park shore, but the vessel had disappeared. 
Whether she went to the bottom in the high 
sea running at the time, oi parted her anchor 
chains and drifted out into the lake could not 
be discovered. The Hyde Park police were 
notified and a close patrol of the shore was 
begun and kept up through the night without 
signs of the vessel. The police are on 
the lookout this morning, but ss ‘yet 
nothing has been seen of the schooner. At 
the Hyde Park station itis thought that the 
schooner mav be the Dreadnaught, a two- 
master, that left Racine last Monday and was 
rescued byatug Wednesday morning. She 
was tied up atthe Calumet River docks and 
yesterday started for the city in the storm. 
During the evening she was forced to put 
into the harbor at Hyde Park considerably 
damaged by the wind. The police are yet 
looking for ahy other schooner that may have 
suffered from the storm. Late last night an 
unknown steamer was firing signals of dis- 
tress at a point not far from 
the scene of the schooner’s disaster. She 
tried to make harbor about midnight but was 


driven back by the waves and swept down 
somewhere off Hyde Park. She cast anchor, 
but her chains parted and she seemed to be in 
imminent danger of going to pieces. She was 
some distance out in the lake, and it wag ab- 
solutely impossible to reach ber to render 
assistance. Nothing has been seen of her this 
morning. A member of the life-saving crew 
who patrolled the beach during the night says 
that aftera time the crew seemed to get ber 
under control, and, when last seen, she ap- 
peared to be all right. schooner answering 
the description of the missing vessel is at 
ancbor off South Chicago and is supposed to 
be the same.

TO SELL THE HOGS. 


A Little study From Day Life in the 
Slums of a Big City. 


James Morrow, is a young farmer who lives 
near Betteville, where he wouldn’t say de- 
cause the folks at home read the city papers 
often. Saturday afternoon he drove across 
the bridge with a wagon load of hogs, a com- 
fortable **jag’’ acquired by assiduous atten- 
tion to a small biack bottle which he carried 
in his inner coat pocket, and a mind full of 


wonder and amazement at the sights which 
mot his eye. He was in a new sphere. In 
vain the grunting of the pigs in the wagon, 
brought back home scenes and made him 
think of the extra cows the hired man would 
have to milk while he was away. The city 
was to him something strange and unreal. 

James drove his hogs toa place designated 
by a friendly policeman and disposed of them 
with the assistance and instructions given 
him by friendly neighbors before starting out, 
for $113 in hard money. Then James quictly 
drove his team toayard where farmers put 
up, and after giving the horses a feed of grain 
from the sack under the wagon seat, he hied 
himself awav to take in the sights. 

He gazed in awe at the puffing tugs which 
darted hither and thither on the river like gi- 
gantic bugs, and was totally lost in con- 
templation of new scenes untli darkness 
swooped down on the city. Then he started 
out for the exploration of the city’s mysteries 
and the acquiring of another jag, his 
former one having in a measure forsaken 
bim. Thetempting lights of the numerous 
eroggeries flashed out on the still evening air 
which, together with bad whisky, which he 
procured within, caused a feeling of exhilira- 
tion to make him think that he was treading 
on air. 

When James was taken under the wing of a 
friendly fellow he soon found himself at No. 
710 North Eighth street. With many winks 
and nods, as he himself described, James was 
introduced to the inmates ofthe place. Afow 
minutes later James was standing in the 
middle of the floor, waving a chair excitedly 
over his head, and withthe threat that ‘‘By 
gosh, I'll] knock the bead off'n anybody who 
tries to rob me., he had the inmates of 
the house terror-stricken. In answer 
to the cries Police Oficer Todt re- 
sponded and the bellicose James was captured. 
Then the party went to the station where 
James was locked up in a cell to meditate on 
the vicissituaes of city life. 

This morning In the Second District Police 
Court he told his story to Judge Anderson. 
He claimed thattney had tried to rob him, 
and that he resisted their efforts with the 
above described fervor. He was promptly 
discharged and with sorrowful mien he found 
his wagon, hitched up, and started home. It 
is very probable that the next time he bas 
hogs to sell he will send the hired man or 
some accommodating neighbor.

' YVASSING THE STATE- 


| There Is No Prospsct ot the Farmers Going 


Back on the Demecratio Party—Acces- 
sions to the Democratic Party Being 
Made Everywhere on Account of the 
Tariff Issue—The Ceming City Election— 
Political Notes. 


Dick Love of Kansas City and one of the 
candidates for Railroad Commissioner, sub- 
ject to the Democratic nomination, was in the 
city this morning and registered at the La- 
olede. He hag been in forty-three counties 
electionéering In the past two months, and has 
a lot of information about the way ‘‘things 
look out in the State, as the politicians say. 
Thus far there have been but two conventions 
hela to nominate delegates for the State con- 


ventlon to be held in St. Joseph on June 


11. These were in Carroll and Ray 
Counties. Carroll County instructed 
Its delegation for Burgess for Supreme Judge, 
Love for Railroad Commissioner and Wolf for 
State Superintendent of Schools. The Ray 
County delegation was uninstructed, 

Mr. Love, in speaking about his chances, 
said: ‘‘] see that it has been reported that the 
Ray County delegation is for Si Carr. Well, 
maybe it is, but if so, I am very much mis- 
taken. I am confident thatI have got five 
men on the delegation now, and will get the 
solid vote of the county after a couple of bal- 
lots if not before tbe convention.“ 

In response to a question as to what he 
thought of the prospects of the party, Mr, 
Love said: 

**l have been in forty-three counties, and 
as I nave kept both my eyes and ears open I 
think lam able to judge very weil of what tne 
outcome of the next election will be. I think 
that the Democrats willobtain a larger mas 
jority in proportion to the vote cast than ever 
before. There has been a great deal of talk I 
know about the efforts which the Republican 
party will make to obtain contro! of the Legis- 
lature, but I do not consider that they have 
the slightest prospects of making any mate- 
rial gain, if indeed they make any at all. The 
Republicans could certainly have no chance 
getting a majority in the Legislature unaided.

The Society ef Christian Endeaver to Meet 
in St. Louis in June. 

The ninthe International convention of 
the Young People’s Society of Chris- 
tian Endeavor, to bebeid at the Ex- 
position Building June 12 to Ib, prom- 
ises to be the largest religious conven- 
tion ever held inthe United States.

The Relation of Morality to Religien. 


Rev. F. L. Higgins lectured at the Sweden- 
borgian Chapel last evening on ‘‘The Rela- 
tion of Morality to Keligion.’’ He spoke sub- 
stantially as follows: 

Our subject for this evening may seem to 


some, at first thought, almost paradoxical. 
For to suggest that morality could have any 
relation to religion, other than as the direct 
afflux from it, appears like suggesting that 
light and heat could have some relation to the 
sun other than as direct emanations from it. 

There is, however, a tendency in these 1 * 
to divorce morality from religion. The 
Christian churehes of the past have been 
teaching that man is only saved by faith alone 
in the vicarious death of Jesus Christ. And 
out ot this terrible heresy grew the belief in 
the churches that strict morality was not only 
not essential to religion, buton the contrary 
was a hindrance tothe ‘‘faith alone’’ which 
was supposed to be the only requirement for 
salvation, regardless of the life one led. And 
now, asa reaction from that most pernicious 
‘*faith alone“ doctrine which teaches salva- 
tion without morality, we have 
the modern movement iin # which 
the tendency is for morality to seek to estab- 
lish itself apart from and even in opposition 
to religion and to seek to throw discredit on 
revelation. 

The movement called ‘‘Etbical Culture’’ 
seems to be an endeavor to show that every 
man has the power and capacity to make him- 
self moral or noble, pure and perfect in char- 
acter, and that he need not be dependent on 
any higher source than the spark of divinity 
which they claim exists within him. But 
both the teaching of faith alone and morality 
alone are equaliy defective. 

Religion without morality, and by morality 
is meant the keeping of the Ten Commana- 
ments, is hypocrisy. Morality without spir- 
itaality or a belief in God and revelation is 
self-conceit and self-deception. 

Man is simply a receptacle of life. God 
alone is life andthe source of all life and all 
goodness in man.

Disaster Is Threatening the Residents of 

Compton Hill and That Kents Are Rap- 

idiy Goieg Down—Public Indignation 

and Official Denunciations—Mercenary 
Correspondents’ Work. 


The following groundless lie ‘telegraphed 
from this city to the Chicago Herald and given 
pudlication yesterday was exhibited on 
*"Onange to-day and at the City Hall and 
caused no smell amount of indignation. The 
telegram bears date of April 12 and runs 
as follows: 


Sr. Loois, April 12.—Great excitement pre- 
Vails to-day in the vicinity of Compton Hill,in 
which is located the reservoir that supplies 
St. Louis with water. Thie is the highest 
point inside the city limits and is thickly set- 
tled. Two days ago a leak was discovered in 
the big reservoir and a delegation ot panic- 
stricken citizens notified Mayor Noonan. If 
the water is allowed to run out in order to 
reach the leak the city will be without water 
for several weeks. Meantime, the people are 
— 4 much excited and rents are going down 
with a rush.

NEWS TO THE OITIZENS 

of Bt. Lout, who know that nothing of the kind 
is within range of possibility. A local pubil- 
cation in a morning paper last Saturday, 
which was laughed at by the Water 
Department officials, did not at- 
tempt to create such alarm. 
The denizens of other olties are not so well 
informed on the subject, and the item is cal- 
culated to do the city very considerable dam- 
age. Where the telegraphic reports were 
seen to-day they caused great indignation. 

In reference to the matter D. P. Grier said: 
**I can’t imagine what occasioned anyone in 
this city to send out such a statement. It 
would seem to be too ridiculous to contra- 
dict. Idon’t know how it started, but it is 
certainly entirely groundless.’’ 

R. 8. Haines said: ‘‘I heard that there was a 
little leak in the reservoir pond, and also 
heard that it had existed for years. There is 
no danger whatever, and the sensational re- 
ports are simply malicious falsehoods. I 
don’t think that they can hurt the city, but 


the intention apparently is to do so.’’ 

Seth W. Cobb said: It is the first intima- 
tion that Ihave had that we were on the 
brink ofa Johnstown disaster, There is noth- 
in it whatever. 

John B. Gandolfo was inclinea to treat the 
matter hilariously: ‘‘The man who wrote 
that telegram did not know what ho was 
talking about. Everyone bere knows that the 
Compton Hill reservoir supplies only a small 
section of the city, and there is no danger of 
any break atall. There are no large number 
of houses for rent in that locality, aad such 
sensational lies would not affect the rents in 
the smallest degree 

Geo. H. Morgan did not consider the state- 
ment worth thetrouble of denial. The idea 
ofthe city being flooded from the reservoir 
was absurd. 

R. P. Kline said: ‘‘There has always been 
talk about the Compton Hill Reservoir, but 
the trouble has been to keep it full. We are 
in quite as much danger from Niagara as from 
that body of water. The intent is evidently 
malicious, but must fail of its object because 
of its absurdity.’’ 

Many others expressed similar opinions, and 
expressed themselves freely in denunciation 
of the action of anyone who would send out 
such a report. 

TOO TRIVIAL TO NOTICE. 

Water Commissioner Holman said to-day, 
speaking of the report that there was a dan- 
gerous leak in the Compton Hill Reservoir, 
that the story was ridiculous. There are two 
very small leaks in the reservoir,’’ he said, 
**that have been there, to my knowledge, 
since 1877 and the water has 
been carried off in troughs. The quantity 
is 80 insignificant that it has never given the 
department any concern. 

Very few, if any, large reservoirs are en- 
tirely water tight and ours is like the majority 
im that respect. There is no danger whatever 
of these little leaks ever doing any harm.“ 
SPREADING THE FALSE REPORTS. 

A similar telegram, not quite so sensational 
but equally erratic, and evidently emanating 
from the same source, was sent to the Cincin- 
nati Enquirer, in which paper it was pub- 
lished under a series of headings which 
spoke of a ‘‘reservoir leakjlug, alarm 
in a 886. Louis district, **pools 
mysteriously collecting,’’ and ‘‘apprehen- 
sionin a populous and wealthy neighbor- 
hood.’’ In their dispatch coupled with the 
lie which was made the basis of the alarm 
was the totally unnecessary and utterly 

newer pag statement that rents in the neigh- 
~ borhood were falling in consequence of the 
sense of impending dunger. Tne dire con- 
tingency of the city beiug left without a 
water gupply for several weeks is also sug- 
gested. 

Among the real estate men the following 
sentiments were expressed on learning the 
contents of these untruthful dispatches: 

S. J. Fisher: It is time that people who 
are in the habit ef sending out groundless and 
Gamaging reports about St. Louis should be 
called to account. A for the report about a 
weakening of the reservoir or there belag ap- 
prehension astoits safety, that is too in- 
famous a falsehood to be characterized. Lan- 
guage fails to do the subject justice. 

John G. Priest: That certainly is a fake 
of the worst sort, This is the first time I 
ever heard about aby weakening of the reser- 
voir, and I never heard anyone say there was 
the slightest apprehension on that score. 
Talk about alarm among the residents out 
there, what silly twadie! lown property out 
there, and know that there is nota word of 
truth in any such report, and the publication 
of such matter is very damaging and should 
not be permitted.’’ 

Joseph Whyte, speaking for Green & La 
Motte, said: It is nothing but a scnsationai 
rumor for which there is no foundation what- 
ever. Ilive in the locality and know that the 
dea of fear about the reservoir giving way is 
not entertained by anyone out that way, 
much less do they lay awake nights thinking 
aboutit.

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THE STRIKING CHICAGO CARPENTERS GAIN 
AN IMPORTANT POINT. 


Jadge Prendergast Orders a Receiver to 


Grant Striking Werkmen en the Rand- 
McNally Building | Shorter Hours and 
Better Pay-—The Massachusetts Gar- 
peonters—A Great Strike Averted—Labor 
News. 


CHICAGO, III., April 14.—According to pro- 
gramme the master carpenters belonging to 
the association madean attemptto start up 
work to finish the contracts on hand with 
non-Union men.

J. L. Meyer & Sons’ Co., which bad a con- 
tract for the wood work onthe building when 
James B. Goodman was appointed assignee. 
He was instructed to continue as an officer of 
the court to complete all the existing con- 
tracts, and thqs the County Court at the time 
of the strike occupied the same 
position as other contractors. Judge Pren- 
dergast said he could not force the men to go 
to work if they did not wish to do so and 
would make no such endeavor. He in- 


structed the assignee to comply with all the 


demands of the men, to give them 40 cents an 
hour, eight hours a day and full recognition 
ofthe union. Further than this he would not 
go at present. 


Minnesota Eight-Hour League. 


St. Paut, Minn., Aprill4.—The Minnesota 
Eight-hour League met here yesterday, 400 
delegates, representing every large city in the 
State, being present. A motion was made for 


a meeting of representatives from all labor 
organizations of the State to be heid the sec- 
ond Sunday in May forthe formation ofa 
State Federation of Labor.

That 
was the last seen of him by his 
daughters until they looked upon bis 
lifeless form at the Morgue this afternoon. 
Emma Borck, the oldest daughterof the de- 
ceased, is employed asaclerk. Despondency 
on account of want of work is supposed to * 
the cause of his act. 

Henry Borck was 52 years of age and a Ger- 
man.

sion characterized the entire proceedings. As 
a result, when a recess was taken the indica- 
tions were that the members had at last found 
common ground and that they 
will be ready very shortly to 
agree upon a formal proposition 
acceptable to themselves at least, although 
further modifications may have to be made to 
meet the views of the Republican Senators. 
The basis of the agreement will be the 
Windom bill as it emerged from the House 
Committee on Coinage, with the addition ofa 
few provisions intended to meet the views of 
the silver men. It will probably provide for 
unlimited purchases-of bullion produced inthe 
United States at the market price not to 
exceed * dollar for 871% grains, and when the 

rice is reached there is to be free coinage. 

he treasury notes issued in payment for the 
silver are to be redeemable in bulllon or coin. 
At present the proposition has not been 
formally adopted and the committee will have 
another meeting to-morrow afternoon, and it 
is expected Secretary Windom will geln be 
called on to state his views. The meeting 
of the Republican Senatorial Committtee was 
held this morning and at noon a recess was 
taked until 2o0’clock. The discussion was at 
times quite animated, but a spirit of 
compromise was shown. The members are 

ledged to secrecy as to details of the meet- 
ng; but the opinion is expressed that a 
definite conclusion will be reached 
this afternoon. It was intended 
that the House and Senate committee 
should meet in joint session to-night, but this 
has been found to be impracticable owing to 
Senatorial engagements, and the Republican 
House caucus, which was to be held to-night, 
has been postponed indefinitely as a conse- 
queace. 


Insecure Treasury Vaults. 


WASHINGTON, April 14.—The Treasury 
officials are greatly excited over a certain 
thing which recently occurred in the Treasury 
vaults. Treasurer Huston wished to ascertain 


whether the vaults were safe or not, so he en- 
gaged an expert safe man from New York City 
to come and examine them. The expert took 
the simplest kind of tools and in a very short 
time had the doors opened. Itis probable 
that the vaults will be strengthened by the 
addition of modern doors and locks.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 14.—The United 
States Supreme Court in an opinion by Justice 
Miller to-day affirmed the judgment of the 
California Circuit Court inthe case of Cun- 


ningham, Sheriff, plaintiff In error, vs. David 
Nagie. This case grows out of the shooting 
of Judge Terry ina railway station at La- 
throp, Cal., last August by Nagle, in order to 
protect Justice Field, whom Terry had as- 
saulted, The decision is in favor of Nagle.

N STATION BY BIRTH. 


Other Days. 


From the Chicago Herald, 

Nobody is vulgar in his natural place, few 
people can escape being vulgar when they are 
out ot it, and consciously out of it. Before 
mankind believed in the mutability of species, 
belleyed that a land bird could become a 
water bird, like the water-ouzel, by dint of 
struggle and successful adaptation, nobody 
pushed to change: his own species. People 


were born to a place in ‘‘society’’ by rank or 
by intellect ana charms. The great, as they 
used to be called; did not live alone with the 
otber great, says the London Saturday Review, 
but just as pleasantly associated with persons 
ot other birth, but of appropriate qualities. 
Pope and Johnson were naturally and inevita- 
bly men of society, as Horace, the freedman’s 
son, had been; their manners were naturally 
appropriate and attractive. In the age of 
Pope or Jobnson te have faithfully learned 
the ingenious arts moliified the manners and 
did not permit them to be ferocious. Gay’s 
peetical welcome te Mr. Pope, after his re- 
turn from Homeric Greece, shows a happy 
society in which literature puts men of birth 
and men of letters on an equality. When they 
meetto-day it is generally because the man 
of some sort of letters is useful, or may be 
dangerous, by his power of publishing tattle 
and lampoons. Pope was dangerous, too, but 
that was not the reason why he was caressed 
by the great. It was not as an unscrupulous 
editor that Johnson was caressed by the great. 
Nobody can imaginethe doctor struggling for 
invitations and rearing as a tame lion to 
Please a duchess. Only Mr. Boswell, younger 
of Auchinleck, was guilty of these in- 
discretions, and == «might, perhaps, be 
called vulgar, when the maut was aboon 
the meal. Since the struggle for life became 
a watchword, wealth is only one of the social 
elements that pushes and shouts and adver- 
tises itself. Everything doesso. Everyone 
asks for what he wants, and does his best to 
see that he gets it. If you want to be asked 


‘anywhere, ask tobe asked, said Thackeray; 


and his paradox has become a precept. The 
author asks for favorable reviews, the editor 
prints revelations and criticisms of private 
talk; the millionaire asks people te ask people 
to his house; the Strugforiifeur gives wed- 
ding presents to people he scarcely knows; 
the mutation of species goes on noisily; the 
deaths of near kin scarcely put even a 
week’s period to the rush of the sur- 
vivors after entertainment. The results 
hardly justify the performance, for struggle 
is one thing and enjoyment quite another. 
And, after all, it is only the environment, and 
not the species of the struggiers that is 
changed; the land- bird does not become a 
water-bird quite so rapidly, nor the Strugfor- 
lifeur a person of fashion. But a great deal 
of crowding, shoving and vulgarity is gen- 
erated, so that naturalness and good manners 
ought in the long run only to be found among 
the classes which have no chance and no am- 
bition, who only struggle for life, and not for 
‘thigh lite. 


NATURAL INEQUALITY OF MEN. 


A Refutation of the Idea That All Men Are 
Born Free and Equal. 


From the Popular Science Monthly. 

Thus men are certainly not born free and 
equal in natural qualities; when they are 
born the predicates free“ and ‘‘equal’’ in 
the political sense are not applicable to them 
and as they develop, year by year, the differ- 
ences in the political potentialities with which 
they really are born become more and more 
obviously converted into actual dit- 
ferences—the inequality of political 


faculty shows itself to be a necessary conse- 
quence of the inequality of natural faculty. It 
is probably true that tue earliest men were 
nomads. But among a body of naked, wander- 
ing sayages, though there may be no verbally 
recognized distinctions of rank or office, su- 
perior strength and cunning confer authority 
of a more valid kind than that secured by act 
of parliament; there may be no property 
in things, but the witless man will be 
poverty-stricken in ideas, the clever 
man will be a capitalist in that 
same commodity, which in the long run buys 
all other commodities; one will miss oppor- 
tunities, the others will make them; and pro- 
claim human equality as loudly as you like, 
Witless will serve his brother. 80 long as men 
are men and society is society, human equal- 
ity will beadream; and the assumption that 
it does exist isas untrue in fact as it sets the 
mark of impracticability on every theory of 
what ought to be Which starts from it.

MERCHANDISE IN THE MAILS, 


Spreading the Post-Office Business Over Too 
Much Ground, 


From the Florida Facts. 

When the United States Government under- 
takes to carry four pounds of merchandise 
from Portland, Ore., to Tampa, Fla., at the 
same price it charges to carry the same pack 
age from Sanford to Enterprise, we claim that 
this is not business, but a matter of courtesy 
extended to the people and to be availed of 
simply as a courtesy. So far the matter comes 


properly under the Post-office Department, 
but the classes who are now so Clamorous for 
reduced rates on merchandise would have the 
General Government go regularly into the 
business of carrying such parcels, since it 
would result in that for the long distances at 
least, andthe mails would be overburdened 
with merchandise tothe prejudice of proper 
mail matter. 

Shoald the time ever arrive when the United 
States Government will be warranted in con- 
verting the Post - office Department into a mon- 
ster express company it willl be necessary to 
make a radical change in the principle which 
now underlies the transmission of mall mat- 
ter in order todo equal justice to all. Such 
service to be in any measure equitanple should 
be charged for in proportion tothe distance, 
and we think very few would be willing to 
have the question of distance revived in con- 
nection with the mail service of the United 
States. 

We are well aware that in some European 
countries it is quite possible to send a Sara- 
toga trunk or acarpenter’s chest of tools from 
one place to another by mail under the par- 
cels post system in vogue there. Our Leipzig 
correspondent writes us that this is the case 
in Germany, but we have reason to believe 
that such transmission is no less expensive 
than it would be if sent by express. 

That the privilege of sending merchandise 
by mail is a great convenience we freely ad- 
mit, and this is especially so in small places 
which do not enjoy express service, but 
this privilege should be paid for in 
proportion to the actual cost of 
carrying such packages, and the correspond- 
ence of the millions should not be unduly 
taxed toenable the few to have their mer- 
chandise transported long distances below a 
fair price. This is not just to the people of 
the country at large ard not just to the trans- 
portation companies. Even under the pres- 
ent rates of postage we know of large and 
wealthy business housesin New York, Phil- 
adelphia and other large cities, who make it 
a business to solicit trade from consumers in 
distant parts of the county to the det- 
riment of the smaller dealers who 
are striving to bulld upa home trade. The 
mails are overburdened with the price lists 
and circulars soliciting such trade, and then 
doubly taxed with unwieldy and sometimes 
dangerous merchandise packages which may 
be ordered in response to sucn circular. We 
venture to assert that if the Post-office De- 
partment is not now self-sustaining it is 
largely on account of the millions of circulars 
which pass through the mails simply to go in 
the waste basket, and in consequence of the 
present low rate of postage on merchandise. 

As for ourselves, we have never been able 
to see any reason why a printed circular or 

ricé list should be allowed to go by mail at a 
ower rate of postage than a letter. Letters 
usuallyin some measure benefit either the 
sender or receiver, and generally are a bene- 
At to both. The circulars and other transient 
printed matter, which cumber the mall bags, 
rarely benefit either, and if they serve any 
good purpose itis simply to give work to the 
paper manusacturers and printers, since not 
more than one in ten are read; and we know 
of business men who make it an invariable 
rule to pass all unsealed matter to the waste- 
basket unopened. If a price list or a printed 
circular is of any value it is certainly worth 
the same postage on written matter. 

Presumably the present rules and regula- 
tions which govern our mall matter were care- 
fully considered before enacted into law, and 
we have reason to think the country is fairly 
well served by the 1 as they now 
stand. We are certainly quite content to let 
well enough alone, and desire to enter our 
solemn protest against this everlasting tink- 
ering at the rates of postage ever ytime Con- 
Kress meets, so that one scarcely becomes 
aware of one regulation before it is 
changed in seme particular. If, however, 
there is to be any change in the rates of post- 
age we raise our voice in favor of an increase 
in the rate on ng beg matter, circulars, price- 
lists and such like, so as to require such 
matter to pay full letter postage and an in- 
crease rather than a reduction on merchandise 
packages, or that the weight of such packages 
under present rates be reduved to two pounds 
or less. Weincline to the opinion that the 
intention of Congress was to allow samples of 
merchandise only to pass through the 
mails under the present regulations 
and that it was never intended 
to transport regular merchandise from one 
end of the country tothe other. Had the iat- 
ter been originally intended doubtiess the 
‘*parcels-post’’ system would have been 
adopted and a system of rules and regulations 
enacted to wovern the ‘‘parcels post on- 
tirely different from the rules which govern 
the carrying and delivery of ordinary mail 
matter. Should rates on merchandise be 
further reduced we express in advance our 
sympatby for the overburdened letter-carriers 
in the cities and for the underpaid postmas- 
ters at the country cross-roads.

‘about 15,200 feet. Thisis from 2, to 2 
leas than the generally accepted measure- 
ments.

Horrible Suicide of a Despondent Work- 
man at Alten, III.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., April 14.—The results

The vouchers for the work done during last 
month by the St. Louis Improved 
company have been in Auditor Brown’s office 
for some ten days,and the company manifests 
no disposition to collect—the money. The 
reason of this is that the company does not 
like the idea of having the money guaranteed 
the owners of the extra carts by the Mayor 
deducted from the amount called for in the 
contract, The 73 extra carts were engaged 
March 25, when the complaints of inefficient 
sprinkling were pouring in the offices of the 
Mayor and Street Commissioner. Most of 
these complaints, it has been claimed, were 
sent in as part of the programme of the for- 
mer sprinkling contractors in their fight 
acainss the St. Louis company, which se- 
cured the bulk of the contracts at 
the last letting. The old contractors have 


been waging a vigorous warfare against the 
Improved Co. ever since and havea suit now 

ending against David Joseph and H. H. 
— the principal officers of the corpora- 

The Mayor gavethe old contractors to un- 

derstand when he

that they would have sixty duys work at $5 
per day for with the pro- 
viso that were to sprinkle 
whenever was necessary. They 
began sprinkling March 2% and accordingly 
were entitled to six days’ pay on the account 
for March. The vouchers were made out in 
the Street Department and passed through 
the regular course, reaching the Auditor’s 
office intime. The contractors were notified 

but up to noon to-day the St. Louis Co. had 
not called for the money due on its contract. 

The Street Conmissioner, acting on the 
Mayor's arrangement with the old contract- 
ore, deducted the amount due them for their 
seventy-three carts from the account of the 
St. Louis Improved Street Sprinkling Co. 
The amount of the deduction for the six days’ 
work last montd is $2,190. This, accord- 
ing to the agreement with the 
owners of the extra carts, is to come 
from the coffers of the St. Louis Co., and this 
is to continue until the expiration of tne six- 
ty days. It was understood when this ar- 
rangement was made that Mr. Joseph's com- 
pany would combat the agreement, and their 
refusaito accept the money awaiting their 
order at the City Hall is understood to mean 
that they are preparin tor the 
fray. Mr. Joseph has claimed ever 
since the extra carts were put to work in bis 
districts that they followed up bis sprinklers 
and did work where there was no necessity of 
it. He now says that the company has its 
carts in operation and can properly sprinkle 
every one of its districts without the assist- 
ance of the old contractors. 

When askea by the Post-DISPATCH reporter 
this morning if hiscompany would draw the 
money he sald he did not know. 

„We don't need any money, was bis an- 
swer, after some study. He said he was not 
prepared to state what the company would 
do, but intimated that too many concessions 
Das been made to the owners of the extra 
carts. ‘‘We agreed todo the work for much 
less than these men, he remarked, ‘‘and we 
got the contracts.

OF INTEREST TO SPIRITUALISTS. 


The Society for Psychical Kesearch Proposes 
to Establish a Branch in St. Louis, 


Mr. Richard Hodgson of Boston, Mass., is 
in the city Interviewing gentlemen interested 
in psychical research with a view to the form- 
ation of a branch ofthe international society 
In St. Louis. From the reception accorded 
aim he has little doubt as to the speedy estab- 
lishment of a branch here, and a meeting will 
be held at Dr. Funkhouser’s to-morrow even- 
ing to settle the necessary preliminaries. The 
society was formed in London, England, 


in 188 and das resident secretaries 
in France and this country Its object ig to 
make systematic investigation of phenomena 
regarded as supernatural. The work of the 
society has been dividedinto six branches. 
The first deals with reading, the second with 
hypnotism, mesmerism and clairvoyance, 
and the third with ‘‘the existence of relations 
hitherto unrecognized by science between 
living organisms and magpetic and electric 
forces and also between living and inanimate 
bodles. To the fourth department 
is detailed the duty of carefully investigating 
any reports which rest on strong testimon 
ofapparitions occurring at the moment o 
deatb or otherwise, and of disturbances in 
houses reputed to be haunted. The other de- 

artments deal with spiritualism, and the col- 
ection of historical data bearing on any of 
the subjects included in the inquiry. 

The socicty’s plan isto approach problems 
without prejudice and to avoid coming toa 
conclusion before all the facts have 
looked into. The difficulties enceount- 
ered in these investigations are very 
great, but no greater than the found- 
ers anticipated, It was felt that 
the recorded testimony of competent wit- 
nesses in different countries proved that, 
amid much illusion and deception, an im- 

ortant body of facets, bordering on and deal- 
ng with the supernatural, could be collected, 
and these if capable of passing investigation 
would prove of the highest interest. The 
task of examining these residual phenomena 
had often been undertaken by individuals, 
but the need of a scientific society to go more 
deeply into the matter was felt. The results 
already achieved by the society more than 
justify ite existence, for it has exposed sev- 
eral frauds as well es unearthed several very 
interesting phenomeaa.

back road toward the logging camp where 
Hiram’s headiess body was afterward found. 

**J usked him, Isaac continued, what he 
Was going to do, and hesaid he and Blood 
were going to be fixed to stay at the camp un- 
til they got the paper if it took all winter. We 
reached the camp, but I did not see Blood. A 
bundle onthe floor, however, indicated his 
recent presence.’’ 

He met Blood later and received further In- 
structions as to the articles he was to get and 
how he sbould bring Hiram to the place. 

Isaac then goes on to detail his proceedings, 
as the Government witnesses have testified. 

The next morning,’’ he continues, ‘‘I re- 
ceived a message from Mrs. Sawtelle which I 
answered, and then thinking she might come 
to town I arranged to procure her comforta- 
bie lodgings. My motive lu procuring a sep- 
arate apartment for her was a personal one, 
she then having no interest in the case. Isaac 
has repeatedly insinuated 1 of late posi- 
tively told his counsel that Hiram’s wife was 

a party tothe conspiracy. It is on this ac- 
count that the extra lodgings are said to have 
been procured, 

THE MURDER. 

This brings the story up to Wednesday, the 
day of the murder. e went to the 3:45 train 
aud met Hiram. They entered the buggy for 
the fatal ride. In its box were the tools which 
were to be employed. They stopped at Sin- 
clair’s store in East Rochester and Isaac pur - 
chased a lamp, with oil, ink, pen and paper 
as directed, and then driving on reached 
Biaisdell’s Corner just before the sun went 
down. At the appointed place ‘‘Jack’g 
appeared. A brief conversation ensued about 
Marion’s iliness, the result of which was that 
Isaac alighted from the buggy saying, ‘‘I will 
go and get a doctor; ou drive my 
brother up to the house. Then ‘‘Jack’’ got 
in beside Hiram and taking the reins drove 
him to his death. Isaac went for no doctor. 
He is positive that he waited an bour and a 
half there and here is where he claims to be 
able to prove an alibi. 

When Jack returned with the team,’’ con- 
tinues Isaac, I asked him if he had got the 
paper and why he bod been so long and then, 
struck witb bis peculiar manner, I asked bim 
if anything had happened. ‘No,’ be said, 
*nothing very serious.’ He said that when he 
alighted atthe camp, Hiram became suspi- 
cious and made a break to escape. Jack 
grabbed him and: after atime Blood and he 
succeeded in binding a rope around him, I 
then asked if he were seriously hurt. ‘I guess 
not, Jack said. 

71 then mechanically got into the buggy 
and we started up the Springvale road. I 
don’t think we went more than three miles, 
when at the outgkirts of the city he stopped, 
jumped out of the urg „ and said: Lou 
must help me get outa bad bag there is de- 
hind.’ I got out and helped him lift out a bag 
that was quite heavy and which tended to 
Sag. I noticed no blood, however, in the 
Garkness. I nowthink it might have con- 
tained my brother’s clothes and head. The 
man slung it over his shoulder and disap- 
peared, while I, turning my horse around, 
started back for Rochester. I had no sus- 
picions then that harm had befallen Hiram.’’ 

The remainder of the statement Isaac de- 
votes to describing his anxiety over the fail- 
ure of his brother to reappear and his endeav- 
or to assist in the search. The newspapers 
have n named Blood in connection 
with the case, but the police have always de- 
clared that they had nothing against him and 
have made ao effort to effect his arrest. What 
they will do now is a matter of conjecture.

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FORCING A FORECLOSURE. 


THE SECOND MORTGAGE BON DHOLD IRS OF 
THE ST. L., A. & T. FILE COMPLAINT. 


They Have Agreed With the Holders of the 
First Mortgage Bends as to their Assess- 
ments and Now Unite With Them in Be- 
curing the Sale of the Road. 


The St. Louls, Arkansas & Texas Raliway 
Co. will hardly escape being sold, though it is 
fighting the foreclosure proceedings begun 
under the first mortgage bonds for defaulting 
on the interest. Mr. Elenelous Smith, who 
with Alexander and Green of New York rep- 
resents the Mercantile Trust Co. of New 
York, the trustees, filed a bill of complaint in 
equity in the United States Circuit Court this 
morning asking for the foreclosure of the 
second mortgage bonds and an or- 
der of sale of the road under 
the second mortgage. The second 
mortgage covers all the track, land, rolling 
stock and property of all kinds, real and per- 
sonal, in Missouri, Arkansas, Louisiana and 
Texas, and similar proceedings will be begun 
at once in Little Rock, Ark., Shreveport, La., 
Tyler and Waco, Tex. 

The object of this proceeding is to force the 
sale ofthe road. It was thought that could be 
accomplished when the forclosure preceed- 
ings under the first mortgage bonds were be- 
gun, but the road, by Lee & Ellis, filed an 
answer to that dill aud fought it all along the 
line. Méssrs. Fordyce and Swanson were the 
receivers appointed and that case is stil) 
pending. Their answer to the bill was 
that there had been really no ‘default 
in the payment of the interest, 
and they made a tender of the 
interest due at that time, but it was refused 
and the company is now standing in that po- 
sition, fighting the foreclosure. It seems 
that company was ina peculiar position.

My first performance took place in the after- 
noon of the lst day of May, 1880.

The Stery of How It Is Done Down in Sunny 
Bermada. 


The making of a Bermuaa onion bed is a 
work that requires a vast amount of time and 
calculation, says a writer in the New York 
Times, There was a lot of about 200 feet 
square on the outskirts of Hamilton, inclosed 
with a high wall, so near the hotel that Isaw 
itevery day and had an excellent chance to 
watch the operation of cultivating it.

Sueh 
exertion of course demanded a period of rest, 
and after the lapse ot one day the three men 
reappeared, armed with boes and rakes, and 
began to smooth down“ the soil. This is 
work that the Bermuda darkey 
must delight in. He must i § frst 
determine where to begin, and that re- 
quires some hours of deliberation. Then, 
having made up his mind, he attacks one cor- 
ner with a hoe, and strikes several effective 
blows. A carriage drives past, and he stops 
and leans upon the hoe-handle till it is out of 
. — Two or three more blows, and he goes 
slowly off to a distant part of the lot for a 
drink of water. On his return to work ho 
breaks two or tbree more ciods, finds a ston) 
ora bit of broken glass that attracts his at- 
tention, picks it up and carries it to one of 
his fellow- workmen to get his opinion of it. 
Returns to work, breaks a few more cilods, 
and by this time is so fatigued that 
he has to stretoh out under a tree and 
rest. It is only, of course, While he is under 
the boss’ eye that he exerts himself in this 
way. When the boss is absent the darky is 
asleep under a tree. He gete4 English sbil- 
lings aday for this business, and does not 
earn one. Although the Bermunda darky !s 
better educated and generally more civilized 
than his brother in the West Indies, he is just 

as lazy ust as thoroughly worthiess. 

At the end of two weeks the lot was plowed 
and raked down to a 7 smoothness. 
Then followed a period of inactivity, perhaps 
to let the soil recover from its unwonted 
exertion. After a lapse of three or 
four days the men appeared again and re- 
peated their former pacing off and 
measuring, alternating this with siestas 
under the tree, and heated arguments about 
whether the beds should run lengthwise or 
across. This important matter took days of 
deliberation, and at length the beds were 
marked out. Then came putting out the 
**sets,’’ for in Bermuda the onion seed is 
sown in the open ground and allowed to grow 
until the bulbs sre as large as the end of a 
small finger, the plants being then trans- 
planted to long beds of six straicht rows each, 
with narrow walks between.it took more than 
a week to put out the sets, 
and February was almost gone before 
the garden was planted. Those three men 
were at work at it for four weeks, doing what 
one good American gardener would have done 
in four days. This wasa good example of 
*‘cheap’’ colored labor: Three men at $1 a 
day each; twenty-four days, $72; an American 
gardener at $2 a day, four days, $8. The owner 
of that lot would be frightened to pay a 
laborer $2 a day, but he was really paying his 
men at the rate of nearly $10 a day each, con- 
sidering the work they did. But when the 
men went home to rest after their arduous 
toll mature began her work—and it is

as lazy as the darkies. For 
two or three days the tops of the little onions 
were wiited and brown, and it was hard to see 
thatanything was planted atall. But they 
began to pick up. There came a warm rain 
and sunshine, and more warm showers, and 
at the end of the week the onion beds were as 
green as they would be with us in a month. 
All the weeds that show themselves are care- 
fully pulled out by band,frequentiy by women 
and children, and the soil is lossened with 
narrow spading forks with long bandles.

SOUTH AMERICAN YANKEELAND. 


The Wonderful Progress of the Argentine 
Republic in Material Prosperity. 


The Chilians are known as the English of 


time life, but the Angentines consider them- 
selves veritable Yankees, according to a 
Buenos Ayres correspondent of the New York 
Tribune. Their country is old in the 
historical order of settlement, Pedro de 
Mendoza having laid the foundation of 


their present capital as long ago as 
1535; but in ite existing stage of political 
and industrial development it is very 
new. The revolt of the Argentine provinces 
against Spain in 1810, was followed by a ster- 
lle period of civil war, military dictatorship 
and disunion. It was not until 1861, when the 
Federai Republic was reconstituted under the 
leadership of Buenos Ayres, that a new era of 
progressive activity opened. For twenty 
years jealousles were excited by rival! aspira- 
tions for the seat of the National Government, 
and it was not until 1881, when this city was 
selected as the capital, that the danger of dis- 
union and a renewal of civil war was averted. 
During thirty years the country has made 
tremendous strides in material prosperity. 
During the last seg oe it has gone ahead 
like one ofour own Western States, by leaps 
and bounds. 

The Argentine Republic has trebled its pop- 
ulation since 1861, its increase being relatively 
much more rapid than that of the United 
States during the same period. The estimates 
of the present population range from 3, 500, 000 
to 4,000,000, in the place of 1,160,000 in 1857. 
Immigration hassweptup the Platte like a 
mighty incoming tide during the last decade, 
and the vast domain of the nation is filling up 
with European settlers. The vaiue of houses, 
land, cattle and public works has quin- 
tupled in twenty-five years. 


profitabie agriculture. The 
tries have been developed until there are now 
23,000,000 cattle, 71,000,000 sheep, and between 
4,000,000 and 5,000,000 horses on the farms of 
the pampas. The total value of stock has 
risen from $159,000,000 in 1884 to $369,000,000 in 
1888. The exports of wool have risen from 
$31,446,495 in 1881 to $48,820,590 in 1888. The 
total exportations have increased from 
$26,000,000 n 1871 to 5100, 000, 000 in 1888, 
while the importations- for the 
same period have risen from $44,000,000 
to $128,000,000, and the foreizn carrying 
trade from 1,114,000 tons to 4,885,147 tons. 
Thousands of miles of railway have been 
built; a banking system has been established; 
schools have been opened in all the provinces; 
public works of tremendous magnitude have 
been undertaken, and a prosperous nation 
with vast undeveloped resources behind 18 
bas been created. This is the. work of barely 
more than a single generation. The Argén- 
tine people have a record for industrial 
progress, commercial enterprise, and enlight- 
ened faith in thelr own future which cannot 
be equaled in South America. They are the 
Yankees of the southern hemisphere.

Every day 
increases the great heap of ballots received in 
the PosT-DIsPATCH building.

MISSOUBI FARMERS TO OPPOSE THE PASS- 
AGE OF THE MEASURE. 


An Appeal for Aid From New York to St. 
Leuis—The Bill in Congress—Objections 
Raised by Grain-Growers to Its Passage 
—An Exporter’s Views on the Subject. 


K — HERE was a rogu- 
8 lar meeting of the 
Board of Directors of 
the Merchants’ Ex- 
change held at 1:30 
this afternoon. The 
usual routine business 
was transacted, after 
which the telegrams 
received from the New 
York Cotton Exchange 
asking co-operation in 
opposing the Butter- 
worth bill were iaid 
before the directors. 
The matter was dis- 
cussed at length, and 
mA it was decided to au- 
thorize the appoint- 
ment of a committee 
by the President to 

look after the interests of St. Louis. 

THE FEELING IN REFERENCE 
to the Butterworth bill is running high, and 
opposition to its passage is said to be steadily 
increasing. On Saturday evening a telegram 
was received by President Kauffmann from 
the committee of the New York Produce 


Exchange now in Washington, announcing 
the belief that unless active measures of op- 
position were taken that the bill would pass 
both houses. The importanwe of securing 
support from the grain-growing districts was 
called to the attention of the St. Louis Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, and its members were re- 
quested to pay particular attention to this 
matter. The advice was scarcely necessary in 
the case of St. Louis, but was gratifying as an 
indication that those who were anxious to op- 
pose the bill haa foreseen correctly the kind 
of influence that would be most 
desired. As soon as the news was 
received that the bill had been favorably re- 
ported by the House committee, the grain re- 
ceivers sent notices to the growers of this 
fact, and thelr influence was asked to defeat 
a bill which it was stated would be destructive 
to their interests. Already a large number of 
answers have been receivsd promising sup- 
port to the opposition to the bill and a sur- 
rise to its advocates is promised when the 
ouse considers the measure. 
SETH W. COBB 
in speaking of the bill, said: ‘‘Few people 
seem to realize just what effect it will have, 
but should it be passed, the farmers will be 
treated to some disagreeable sur- 
rises. If the bill is examined it will 
e found that the farmers are allowed 
to sell growing crops, and this is relied upon 
as an inducement for them to cast their in- 
fluence in favor of the bill, as this provi- 
sion is represented as freeing them 
from its most oppressive feature. Ifany one 
will spend a few moments in examining the 
effect that this will have, the illusory nature 
ot the safeguard will be atonce apparent. 
Suppose a farmer has a thousand bushels of 
wheat which he sella to me for June delivery. 
Between now and Junethe price rises. It 
may be 10 cents a busnel. 
miller in neighborhood 
to him and wants to pay 
cents, as he wants tbe grain at once, and by 
getting it in the immediate vicinity can avoid 
paying freight. Under the present system 
the former could telegraph to St. Louis, buy 
in his option and sell his grain to the country 
miller to their mutual profit. But under the 
rules laid down by the Butterworth bill the 
tarmer can do nothing of the kind. 
HE MUST ANSWER 
that the grain is mine, that he cannot deliver 
ittoany one else, and that he must forego 
the —— which he would have made had 
the Butterworth bill never been passed. My 
hands would be tied in the same way, as mat- 
ters stand now. If I buy a thousand buslels 
of grain Ican sell them, and the trade may 
puss through twenty hands before the time 
for delivery of the goods arrive. But it I 
have to wait untill receive the grain before I 
sell it, the chance of the farmer making 
anything by an advance in price will de re- 
duced tothe minimum. He will also find that 
his market facilities will be cut off. At present 
an exporter goes into the country and buys 
large quantities of grain for future delivery, 
against which he hasan equal amount sold, 
when he finds that he can seil more, he makes 
larger purcbasers from the farmer. But if he 
is obliged to buy on the same chance 
of being able to sell ata profit when the grain 
is delivered, there will be found to be a very 


great disinclination to purchase, except at 
very low prices, and the farmer will find that 
he will have the greatest difficulty in dispos- 
ing of hiscrop. Hewill be the sufferer, and 
should take steps to preserve his property.’’

Reports from seventy-two correspondents 
ot the Missouri! State Board of Agricuiture re- 
cord temperature and sunshine as slightly 
above the normal. The week nas been favor- 
able to farm work, oat sowing is 
progressing and plowing tor corn 
has been begun. The ground in the 
southeast sections has dried out sufficiently 


for work tocommence, except In the bottom 
lands, where it is still too wet. Since the 
wheat has begun to grow, it is seen that the 
damage done by the March freeze is greater 
in the central and eastern sections than was 
first estimated. The appearances are that 
there will be a godd fruit crop. The follow-
